WHITE—There is not much change in this popular class. Florence Nightingale and Mother Fischer, two of our finest varieties, are still 
tops as commercials, and also winning their share of blue ribbons. Bow Bells, a sport of Friendship, is very early, and valuable for that 
reason. Regina Coeli, an extremely large, pure, clean white variety, is also very early and bears watching. Texas White, while very 
late, is a fine grower and should become a good cutter for the late market. Sparkling Eyes, Carmine Eyes, and White Sails, all 
blotched, will be hard to beat in their class, and are excellent cut flower varieties. 


CREAM—Rixey, our new introduction, will be very popular and a leader in this section. The ethereal beauty of Angel's Serenade make 
it a favorite with florist as it is breathtaking in arrangements. Lorelei is the most popular cream and a real sensation. Ares, one of the 
finest all around variety grown, is a must in any collection of fine glads. Good Morning, the giant of this class is so consistent It seems 
all spikes are of show caliber. 


YELLOW—The finest new yellow to appear this season is Yellow Spire. This should become a heavy show winner. Gary is still, in our 
opinion, the best cut flower yellow on the market. Fiat Lux should become popular as an early cutter and is really outstanding. Faline 
will replace Golden Boy as the best 300 size yellow. Everyone should grow this. Topolino, one of the butterfly varieties, is very striking. 
Fort Knox and Prospector are well known old favorites and good cutters for commercial trade. Paragon makes tall spikes the color 
is clear and the spikes a joy to cut. Conrad, the last to bloom, is like the older Spotlight in color with better growing habits and by 
far better qualities. 


BUFF—Viva, the newest buff, makes huge spikes. It has already started to make a show record. No one should overlook Golden 
Palomino, has good height and color. A. B. Coutts is always fine for late cutting. Polygoon has perfect growing habits, one of the most 
consistent varieties. 


ORANGE—One of the finest 1958 introductions was Cronus, a beautiful deep orange with a golden yellow throat. This is outstand- 
ing. Caballero is one of the most striking varieties grown. Tigertone, we feel, will be leader in the 300 class for quite some time. Debbie, 
a true orange, is heavily ruffled and must be grown to appreciate its beauty. 


SALMON—Parfait is a miniature and has become the big boom in its class. No question about it, sure going to be a heavy show 
winner. Salmon Crinkles, one of our 1958 favorites, should become a good cut flower, as well as winning its share of ribbons at the 
shows. Liberty has a show record that speaks for itself. It has been Grand Champion many times and should continue to win. Salmon 
Queen is always wonderful for showing and a coming commercial; it makes outstanding spikes from all size bulbs. Tabarin is a flashy 
novelty that consistently makes good spikes. 


SCARLET—Firecracker is a welcome addition to this weak class. It has good color and should become a heavy winner at the shows. 
One of the pleasant surprises of the 1958 season was Albert Schweitzer from Holland, a brilliant orange scarlet, that we predict will 


become very popular. Hilltopper is large, flashy, and eye-catching and should become popular. Sans Souci, as in the past, is still one 
of the finest cut flower varieties. 


LIGHT PINK—Temptress is a fine grower of almost perfect spikes that is rather pale in color, but nevertheless, a sure winner at the 
shows. Tammy and Dimples will rate with connoisseurs who love the smaller size glads. Gina is not only one of the most beautiful 
large variety but also one of the best. Countess, one of the overlooked varieties, will, in our opinion, become an outstanding com- 


mercial. Target is one of the best blotched variety making unusual tall spikes and long flowerhead. Pink Pride is still enjoying the 
popularity it deserves. 


MEDIUM & DEEP PINK—Jill, early and ruffled, is especially lovely for florist work. Coronation, as mentioned last year, is unusually 
promising as a commercial, has good color and is a wonderful cutter of good spikes. We are greatly impressed with Elf, one of the 
butterfly varieties. We predict that this will become a leading show winner. It has vigor and opens 8 to 10. Boudoir is the giant of 
this class, a real tall easy grower. Due to our stock getting mixed we will not list this in ‘59. 
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LIGHT & DEEP RED—Redcoat, a welcome addition, has bright color and long flowerheads. For something flashy, try Swiss Flag- 
color is somewhat like Carnival but a much bigger and better grower. Red Pepper gets our vote for being one of the finest in this 
class having good color and wonderful substance. For unsurpassed color, Senator will please anyone. Insurpassable is very early and 


: 100% cutter of tall spikes from any size bulb. Red Tape and Red Radiance are older varieties that are always reliable as cut 
owers. 


BLACK RED—Negro is one of the best of the black red varieties, has good spikes and a smooth clean color. Ace of Spades gives 
the artistic touch to this group and has beautiful needlepoint florets that always attract visitors. Blackpool has one of the finest color 
and has a velvety glow to it as tho someone had polished it. 


LIGHT & DEEP ROSE—After several years of testing Gipsy Rose, it has proven to be one of the best rose both for show and cut 
flower growers. Willow Rose, easily opens 10 to 12 blooms at a time. For this reason this will become a sensational show winner 
as soon as stock gets around. Wild Rose, Andrena and Rosy Veil are all good commercials, Father Steve is flashy and catches the eye, 
and will no doubt become a favorite cut flower. 


LAVENDER—In the lavender section, Princess has become one of the leaders. It has good color and heavy texture combined with 
strong growth. Pandion, a newer one from Holland, will be an outstanding early cut flower. Campanile, Elizabeth The Queen, Tyrone, 
and Gail are all excellent varieties for the beginners and are very good commercials. 


PURPLE—Karen certainly is the leader in this class for all around use. It is distinguished by long flowerheads and wonderful keeping 
qualities. Purple Burma has heavy ruffling and is a favorite with many. The older King David, The Rajah, and Wonder Boy are good 
varieties. Mable Violet, from Holland, has unusually fine color and should become popular. 


VIOLET—Saranac has good growing qualities and should become an outstanding commercial as it seems to be healthy. Blue Veil from 
Holland also shows promise, has good color and good spikes. Blue Devil is a rich tone novelty that gave a good account of itself 
last season. Blue Peter is at present the big noise—grows tall from all size bulbs. Blue Conqueror has fine color and at present we 
rate it as best cutter in this class. Blue Goddess and Majolica are worthy additions to this weak class. Salman's Sensation, tallest 
and one of the most popular at present, has good color, but rather weak stems. Violet Charm is certainly one of the best for show 
purposes. Has been Grand Champion at many shows. 


SMOKY—Blue Smoke is one of the most beautiful and it really hthe green glads. Green Ice is at this time the most popular and 
Oriental Splendour are very unusual and hard to describe. We suggest you try these two as both are different and wonderful smokies. 
Tan Glo is still tops as a show variety. Opens 10 easily on perfect spikes. Prunella, Magic Beauty, Copper Lustre, Allah, and John 
Raffles all are outstanding and unusual. 


| cannot conclude these comments without reference to the green glads. Green Ice is at this time the most popular and 
rightly so, grows nice spikes and easily winning blue ribbons in its class. Shamrock, while not as green, is very early, and a good 
grower should be valuable for early cut flowers. Green Woodpecker opens 10 easily and is certainly going to be hard to beat at 
the shows. Greenland is tall and should prove valuable for hybridizing. 


In the foregoing paragraphs we have endeavored to give you an honest, concise appraisal of some of the newer, as well as 
the best of the older standard varieties. 


We hope you enjoy reading our catalogue and that in some small way you may get real benefit from it. Your past patron- 
age has been very much appreciated.

This may sound like the old Candy Cane 
but it is not like that at all but is a very rich color tho it varies 
somewhat in different blooms. 


It opens 6-7 slightly ruffled rolled back, well placed and 
strongly attached blooms. Healthy and good doer.

GIPSY ROSE (Seher ‘58) 562-80 


For three successive seasons we have seen this superb gladiolus growing in the fields, and also displayed on the show tables. 
The first time Gipsy Rose was exhibited in 1951 at the Western Massachusetts Show, it created a sensation and was awarded first 
prize as best seedling. When shown again in 1953, it won longest flowerhead in the show with a flowerhead of 33 inches and when 
exhibited at the Connecticut Show in 1953, it won a Certificate of Merit which is rarely given in this state. In 1957, Gipsy Rose won the 
American Home Achievement Award at the Connecticut Show. It also has won Blue Ribbons in its color class six times. 

The individual florets consistently measure 6 inches in diameter with 6 to 8 well placed blooms open at one time, with 5 or more 
showing color. The 20-22 bud spikes are perfectly placed and have wonderful attachment. The plants are tall, make vigorous growth 
with deep green foliage and carry a flower spike 25 to 33 inches long. The blooms are of heavy substance. The color is medium rose 
with deeper rose shading in the throat. A fine exhibition variety as its record indicates and a splendid cutflower. A good stock permits 
us to offer this suberb gladiolus at moderate prices.

JOYOUS (John J. Flad ’59) 464-87 

An air of quiet elegance distinguishes the rich, velvety, deep 
rose of JOYOUS as one beholds this splendid new variety. 
Formal in type, the large ruffled florets are precisely styled 
and brilliantly colored—the lip petals having a somewhat 
deeper shade of luscious rose. JOYOUS, as the name con- 
notes, is a joy to see in the garden. Its habits are regular, and 
its height consistently four and one-half to five feet. Eight or 
more lovely florets open at once on a spike of 20 buds.

All our bulbs are plump and healthy, and both large and medium bulbs are of blooming size. Small bulbs usually produce 
blooms late in the season. Bulblets seldom bloom the first year and a small percentage always fail to germinate—the rest grow 


mostly into medium and small bulbs. 


_ Large bulbs always produce the finest exhibition spikes and sometimes throw several spikes from the bulb. Medium sized 
bulbs give excellent spikes particularly when planted early in the season. Small sized bulbs can produce good spikes but as a rule 
seldom give much more than medium sized spikes, but produce large bulbs for the following season.
